Any good garden soil will do for potting plants. However, thoroughly rotted sods from the 
pasture field make the Dest soil for this purpose. A mixture of equal parts of leaf-mold, or 
well-rotted manure, garden soil and sand. is also good.

willsometimes be slightly wilted. When such is the case, immediately take from the box and 
place in milk-warm water, without removing the packing material. Allow them to remain frem 
iwenty minutes to nn hour, as the case may require. Plants are very sensitive to a change ot 
temperature; therefore, if at all cold when received, expose the roots to the air us little as pos- 
sible. As soil is removed to lighten them for mailing, they are thus deprived of their natural 
protection. The tops are not so ensily injured, as we enacayor to harden them as much as pos- 
sible before sending out. 

If intended for house-plants, pot immediately, in rathersmal! pots, filling the pots to within 
hali an ineh of the top, which will allow room tor water. Water the roots sparingly at first. 
but sprinkle the foliage frequently, and keep in a shady place fora few duys. See that vessels 
have drainage. 

If the plants are to be bedded out immediately, have the soil thoroughly pulverized, and 
press it thoroughly about the roots. Be very particular in this matter, as (he roots must be 
protected trom the air and brought in close contact with the soil. If the sui is hot, shade for a 
few days.
